In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed November 6, 2002, Applicant elects, 
with traverse, the claims of Group I (claims 5-6, 22, and 26-27, and claims 20-21, in part), 
directed to methods of altering the amount of a DNA repair polypeptide (p95) in a cell and a host 
cell prepared by the methods. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement, 
in view of the remarks below, is respectfully requested. 

The Restriction Requirement is traversed on the basis that the inventions are so closely 
related within the context of the disclosure of the application that they cannot properly be 
considered independent and distinct within the statutory meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 121 . In 
particular, the claims in Group I (claims 5-6, 22 and 26-27, and 20-22, in part), directed to a 
method of altering the amount of p95 in a cell, and a host cell prepared by the methods are 
clearly related to the claims in Group II (claims 16, 18 and 23-25), directed to a transgenic mouse 
comprising a chimeric DNA sequence encoding p95 and a recombinant mouse that does not 
encode a functional p95, and the claims in Group HI (claims 17 and claims 20-21, in part), 
directed to a method of using such a transgenic mouse to screen for agents which can modulate 



Moreover, the Restriction Requirement is traversed on the basis that Restriction 
Requirements are optional in all cases. M.P.E.P. § 803. If the search and examination of an 
entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the 
merits, even though it may arguably include claims to distinct or independent inventions. 
M.P.E.P. § 803. It is respectfully submitted that the search and examination of the claims in 
Group I-in would not be a serious burden to the Examiner. 

Thus, the Restriction Requirement is properly traversed. Reconsideration and withdrawal 
is respectfully requested.
